I: the laft Review I ftateda little of 
ef Hannover, or, as fome call it, the Pre- 


_ famptive Heir of the Crown torefide among 
us, I come now to examine what the De- 


fign of this Propofal is, a word or. two a- 
bout Liberty of Speech in Parliament, and 
about printing Speeches in Pariiament ; and 
then I fhall proceed. 

The Propofal of bringing over the Pre- 
fumptive Heir, I have examin’d already, and 
fome of the unaccountables of the thing I 
have touch’d upon ; the Project feems very 
fpecious, and fome are fo fovlifh as to b= 
taken with its and of them I would fai 
ask fome Queftions, 

1. Which of the Branches would you 
have come ? and whatever Anfwer you can 
make tothat, I refer to the laft Paper for 


the Ridiculoufnels of it 


2- In what Capacity would you have them 
be here ? (1-) If you will give them great 
Places and Honouss due to their Charatters, 
then you open the’Mouths oftheParty here, 
to rail at Foreigners, and to Charge the 
Queen with Dutch-Adminiftration, as. 
they did in the - Late Reign; and I 
queftion not but this may be part of the 
Defiga now, ia the barrennefs of Com- 
plaints that is upon them; for fome 
Caufes need the Affiftance of fomething ‘to 
clamour at, that the Malecontent Party. may 


.be kept alive, and that thofe whofe Mouths 


are bent to Noife and Refle@tion, may have 
fomething to dwell upon; why elf¢ fhould 
Gentlemen that we know malign the very 
Settlement, becaufe of the Family fettled 
upon, now prefs us to fomething outwardly 
obliging to that Family, if they did not hope 
by this to raife fome new ground of Cla¥ 
mour, either againft the prefent Govern-. 

5Y ment. 
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wants Refpeét to the Houle of Hannover, 
that they do not join with this Popular Pro- 


ment, or the fucceeding, or perhaps find 
out fomething to throw in between them 
that might be difobliging,. in expeftation 
of leffening the exceeding Refpeét_ the 
whole Nation has conceiv’d, and the Satie 
faGtion rais’d from it, both of her Majefty 
now reigning, and her Succeflors. 

2. But if you will anfwer, No, we 
would have them-over, but have them not 
meddle with any part of the Adminiftrati- 


‘on here, or the Queen confer any Publick 


Truft.upon them; why then you move to 
bring them over ta banter them; as} they 
that were to enjoy it at laft, were not-fit to 
be employ’d with irat prefent. 


I confefs it eems plain to me, that as the 


Cafe ftands, thofe that are thus earneft fer 


this matter, have a great many ill ends to 


-anfwer both ways, and the Propofal has in 


my opinion feveral unhappy Retrofpetts. 
The Great Advantage the Party gain by it, 
is to caufe thofe People who have really 
the greateft Efteem for the Houle of Han- 
mover, to put fome flight upon them, as 
if they were again thowing them the 
Refpeét of having them come over hither. 

But the Remedy for this is to be found in 
the difcerning Judgment of thofe Illuftrious 
Succeffors.theimfelves, whom I believe fuf- 
ficiently informed of things from hence, to 
know their Friends from their Enemies, 
and who I doubt not will eafily diftinguifh 
between the Projeéls of a Party under 
the fpecious Preteuce. of Courtefy, and 
the good Will of a whole Nation, who 
avoid the Snare, meerly for the Publick 
Safety, and ‘with a due: Refpeé both to 
that noble Houfe and the Kingdom, which 
they are in time to. govern. 

Nor. do I fear this Proje&t making any 
Impreffion in the Breafts of thofe Illuftrious 
Princes, as if difrefpe#ed bere. They are 
not fo weaken’d in the Power of Difcerning ; 
nor is, this Nation left deftitute of Me- 
thods fufficiently ro teftify the Refpeé they 
referve for them, one of the Principal of 
which will be the careful preferving the 
Crown, for the Right Heirs, as fettled by 
Parliament, and the Obligation will ftill be 
the greater, by how much we appear able 
r0 do it without any Foreign Affitance. 

It does aot at all follow, thar(his. Nation 


pofal. The fending for them over now, 


would be to banter them, to bring them | 


here to be bullyed by Parties, infuited by 
innumerable Lampoons, printed into Plots, 
and harrafs’d with the wild’ incongruous 
Whymiies of the Age. 


This Nation is not yet fettled enough, — 


nor in. temper enough to bring thofe Pria- 
cesovere The Honour and Goodnef§ of the 
Family is tov great to think of expofing 
them to all the Infulcs and horrid Affronts 
they would receive here : It they were te 
come here clothed with lefS than Soveraign 
Authority, they muft have nothing of Fleth 
and Blood in them, if they could bear the 
Treatment they would find here. 

The Queen, if her Majefty had not been 
infpir’d from Heaven with more Tender- 
ne(s for the Follies and Rafhneffes of thePeo- 
ple; had not her Majefty been endued with 


‘unufual Patience, had not that Peace and 


Union, fhe fo often has prefs'd the Nation 
to, taken entire{Poffeffion of her Soul ; had 
not her Royal Heart been above Common 
Refentment, and the Dignity of her Paffi- 
ons been exalted above the Regard of Com- 
mon Affronts, it had been impoffible to 
have born the Treatment of her Subjefts ; 
theSermons,the Lampoons, the Memorials, 
the Scandalous Reproaches of the High 
Party 3 the Tackings, the Riots, the Mob- 
Raileries, the Lewdnefs of the Tongues of 
the Party, would have provoked a Stone; 
the Conqueft her Majefty has made by her 
Royal Patience and Forbearance under a 
thoufand Injuries, and a horrid variety of 
Affronts, both frem the Pre/s, the Pulpit and 
the Tongue, are of that Magnitude, that ’tis 
inimitable 5 and *twould berunreafonable to

Till thefe, and many more things happen, 
it would “be -"Nonfence, to~tatk of bring- 
ing over the Princes of the Houfe of Han- 
nover ; What, fhall we bring them-over to 
be Affronted ? there are Thoufands would 
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not bare that, aad fo the’ Coming of o 
Peace Makers, may lead us to ree as 
Peace our felves ; and here is another Door 
opens into the vat Gulph or Ocean of 
ee Mifchiefs, which this Monfter is full 
of. 

What more likely tu fet this Nation in a 
Flame, than for this Party, having once 


brought over thefe Wlaftrious Princes, or’ 


any one of them, to impofe fomething up- 
on them, they may not’ think fit ‘to Com- 
ply. with ; to expeét things from them, 
theit-own Reafon, and the Nature of things 
cannot permit; and upon the Refulal, to 
flye in their Faces with the Vileft Reproach- 
es, as they too frequently ferv’d:the Late 
King: if fome of the Good People of Eng- 


and, touch’d with the Sence of thefe Hard- 


fhips, fhould Refent it, as aB Good Subjects 
muft ; immediately we divide in Parties 
and Sides, Arm and Fence our felves with 
Bitter Words, and Infults on evey fides 
and who can promife, where thefe things 
willend ? 

Till the Prefs is Reftrain’d by Law 5 that 
Virulent Lampoons , Memorials and the 


‘like, may not {warm every day.in the 


Streets. 

Till the Palplt is Reftrain’d, that the 
Clergy may not Reprefent the Heirs tothe 
Crown, in Bafe and Horrid Terms, accor- 
ding as they have, or have not a Profpeét 
of Reward from them, and Kccleliaftick 
Preferment under them. 

Till the Tongues of that Party be Re- 
ftrain’d, and fuch Men Punifh’d as they De- 
ferve ; who, in open Street, fhall Declare 
they will and by the Memorial with the laft 
Drop of their . Blood 3 and. fhall dare to fay, 
if the Queen goes on at tbis Rate, fhe wil 
Soon fee a great many Englilh Genslemen on- 
For feback. 

Till in fhort we are better United, we 
are not fit to receive the Princes of the 
Houle of Hannover into thefe Countries 5 
it would firft tend to hazarding their Per- 
fons, Difquieting their Minds, to fee them- 
felves fo Treated and Abufed, by Peopie 
they ftand in fo near and fo bappy Rela- 
tion to; and it would in the next place 
be to the laft degree hazardous to our 
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y. AS if would fow New Divifions a- 
mong us, one Party to get the Heir over 
to one fide, and one tothe other ; and the 
whole Nation would be divided in Parties, 
Heats, Feuds, and Eternal Animofities- 

2. Asthefe Heats, Feuds, and Animofi- 
ties, tend to the Pleafing and Obliging 
that part of Mankind, who watch for the 
Nations. Halting this way 3 whofe Joys 
Confit in the Publick Sorrows, and who 
Fifhing in thefe Troubled Streams, hope 
to Inrich themfelves, at the Coft and De- 
ftruction of their Country. 

There are Innumerable Arguments more 
on this Head, to prove the Propofal it felf, 
is many ways Unfit for this Nation. Asit 


is 

os Ridiculous and Incongruous, incon- 
fiftent with the General Good, of either 
the Princes themfelves, or the Nation in 
general. ; 

2. As it is Calculated, to revive the 
Heats and Dying Quarrels, which were a- 
mong, the Generality ot this Nation, and 
Encourage all the- Follies, which Mad Men 
in thofe Cafes, make ufe of to Ruine the 
Country 

I fhall in the next Paper, Examine a 
little the Meaning, not of fpeaking, foras 
before with that J bave nothing to do; but 
of Writing and Publifhinga thing of this 
Nature at this time of Day, and that by 
a Perfon, whofe Fancied Reputation to them, 
that did not know b2 had -—— it, might 
ferve to pufh on the Specious Sham to an 
Extremity, and to byafs’d Ignorant Honeft 
People in his Favour.
